"Vfe may have 
our opinion about these matters, just as 
the owners and operators do and as the

U clearly raises railroad operation to the

• vice, and which definitely establish that 


costs "do not cheat either the public or la- 
bor through waste, duplication or ineffi- 
ciency, can we say what rates should be 
charged or what wages paid. In the mean- 
time politicians play with the railroads, 
muddle the facets, deceive both the ownerte 
end their men,' and we get nowhere. It is 
.one of the prices we pay for democracy

and. .perhaps we should not complain un- 


. duly, for certainly v.-e place democracy 


: first. The day may come when a leader or 
a statesman, shall point the way to an 
economically sound solution of our badly 
messed transportation problem, but unless 
he does it will be a process of slow evolu- 
tin. If President Harding can avert the 
strike now threatening he will be serving 
the country well, but it will be only a pal- 
liative. The same crisis will come again 
and Washington will he taxed for; more 
palliatives.

Naturally, 
people like to live comfortably. • Given 
modern comfort*, farm life is in every way 
a superior life. 


UPHOLDING A FREE PRESS 


In sustaining the demurrer of the Chi- 


cago Tribune to thc $10.000.000 libel 
suit, brought against it by tho corporation 
counsel in the name of the city of Chicago, 
Circuit Judge Fisher has performed not- 
able service for freedom of press. His de- 
cision throws the case out of court as con- 
stituting no cause for action. The judge's 
excellent conception of the real issues in- 
volved in the suit is shown in hjs comment 
that it is an action "not in harmony with 
the genius, spirit and objects of our in- 
stitutions," and that 'it fits in rather with 
the genius of the rulers who conceived law 
not'in the purity of love for justice but in 
the lustful passion for undisturbed pow- 
er." This is a clear distinction between 
popular government and boss rule. The 
machine in the city of Chicago built up by 
the Thompson-Lundin forces seeks exact- 
ly that "undisturbed power"' which will 
permit it to despotically control \munici-. 
pal affairs. 
It^'is under just such power 


that cities'^are looted, taxpayers robbed, 
trusts betrayed, public morals debauched. 
It is under such power that graft and cor- 
ruption thrive. It is precisely the charac- 
ter of Tweed government and later of Tam- 
many government in New York city. 


If these political machines, bent upon the 


seizing of arbitrary power and upon the 
exploitations that go with it."could shield 
themselves against attack and exposure by 
bringing libel suits against the press in the: 
- 


.name of the city, thereby Avoiding person- 
• 


al and financial responsibility, the people 
would be robbed of all protection. As the 
'court says, the honest official seldom fears • 
-criticism. He answers argument with ar--v 
:gument, but the dishonest official is^re^. 
strained by the fear of laying his character 
open to.judicial inquiry. To permit him 
to cloak his iniquities by labelling suits 
•with the name of the municipality would 
be equivalent to muzzling the press 
through libel actions ad\infinitum. 


The Chicago Tribune charged that the 


Thompson administration had brought the 
city to the verge of bankruptcy. Whether 
this is precisely true or not; there can be 
no question as to the public service it was , 
rendering the city. If Mayor Thompson 
has .been personally libelled that is a dif- 
ferent matter and is of course actionable, 
but that could have nothing to do with a 
suit instituted by the city. To hold other- 
wise would be to destroy 'the very founda- 
tions on which honest, responsible govern- 
ment rests, -while the freedom of the press, 
easily the most potent factor for safe- 
guarding our institutions, would be put 
under the heel of politicians, gangsters and 
grafters. 


The Tribune has won its first great vic- 


tory in its battle with boss government in 
Chicago. That it and the Daily News, 
•which has taken an equal part in the cru- 
sade, will win other battles and eventually, 
clean out 'the Augean stables follows'as a 
matter of course. Politicians of the kind 
that rule Chicago cannot stand up against 
an aroused, fighting press. Publicity will 
be their undoing. Nationally considered, 
there is a state of perpetual warfare be- 
tween the forces which would deprave 
government and the press. At times these 
forces loom large, but the newspapers 
"get" them eventually. The Chicago de- 
.cision is z. victory "for constitutional liber- 
ty and municipality in America, for with- 
out freedom of the press assured there 
would be no security against corrupt and 
vicious government anywhere. The prin- 
ciple upheld is of thc first magnitude in 
the perpetuation of our institutions.

Some laymen scorn to know that ono must have 


plenty of vitamins In order to-kec'p well, Just as on< 
must have plenty of calories and oxygen and sun 
light and sleep. 


Milk and butter and cheese and skim milk anc 


natural buttermilk and"'soured milk and fermented 
milk beverages all contain one of the throe classes 
of these food accessories, called in this Instance 
soluble A factor, and those foods are all good 
that reason, among others, In the dally regimen. 


But other common foods are quite as good as milk 


as sources of fat soluble A factor (which vitamin 
seems to prevent rickets). Thus liver, fresh eggs 
dried eggs, lettuce", spinach, beef fat, mutton fat 
cntiro unmilled wheat, raw cabbage, salmon, her 
ring and other foods will supply all the fat soluble 
A factor anyone needs so far as any scientist has 
yet learned. 


In fact, few children or adults in America or 


Canada suffer' from a deficiency of vitamins unless 
there Is some abnormal or unusual restriction in the 
variety of foods eaten. 
Many infants, however, 


suffer grave nutritional impairment by reason of a 
x-itamin deficiency, for instance, infants whose diet 
is restricted to condensed or evaporated milk or 
even to pasteurized milk for many months.. 


Hero is tho verdict of a special committee of sci- 


entists of eminent fitness who investigated the prob- 
lem thoroughly: 
"• 


"It is safe to say that the individual always finds 


a sufficient supply of vitamins in his" food so Ions 
as that food is reasonably varied and has received 
no artificial or accidental separation into parts, and 
so long as no destructive influence has been applied 
to it." 
• 


The food must be varied—the more different kinds 


of food in your diet, or the more kinds at one meal, 
the better. 
\ ' 


The food must not be subjected to destructive in- 


fluences—such as refining wheat flour to a deadly 
white powder that contains no vitamins, polishing 
natural or brown rice, "preparing" cereals which 
contain vitamins in their natural state but are 
robbed of vitamins in such processes.

They have : also 
been loudly«answered with tho as- 
sertion that retail prices are/too high, 
which is of course merely begging the 
question. Sometimes it is added that 
the retailer is a profiteer, which is 
generally'not true and certainly sheds 
no light on tho situation. 
. 


When tho ,editorial query was laid 


before .^certain marketing experts in 
the government service, it was learned 
that the question is a-good deal more 
complicated than those who blame the 
retailer and let it go at that, ever 
Imagined. The department of agricul- 
ture is-making a study of the retail 
prices of farm .products'in all of the 
principal American cities. It is going 
to find out just why these prices: are 
so Inordinately high and why the 
farmer -gets such a small share of 
the largo price that the consumer 
pays. 
The government men do not 


care to be tjuoted. nor to make - any 
extensive comment, until this investi- 
gation has been completed. But in 
the meantime they throw out a few 
hints. 


In the first place, they say. don't be 


too quick to blame the retailer. 
Re- 


tail prices, probably are too high, but 
they are not as much too high as'j;ou 
think. The retailer has been facing 
a dull market for a long time how. 
His great' 'need "is '• to turn "over his 
stock. 
It is extremely probable that 


he would reduce prices' if he could 
afford to do so, in order to 'stimulate 
trade. 
In many-cases, of course, ihe. 


has done, so- The;.*papers, ace -full; of 
bargain "sale.advertisements'." Yet the 
average of retail prices remains high. 


Cost of Retailing High 


This.'says the csperts.vis partly be-" 


cause the cost of retailing as a busi-. 
ness operation."l;s| high.." Out ,of the 
35 cents that you.pay.for pork chops, 
the; retailer must pay, not only the 
price of the~pork at'wholesale,'but al- 
so thevrent of-his store.ilhe cost .;ot 
the ice on which he kept the pork, the 
wages' "of .'the man who. cut it and sold 
it to you, the paper in which it was 
wrapped, and the upkeep of the ve- 
hicle in which it was delivered. ' 


The ^experts do not seem to know 


exactly--what percentage of the cost 
of those pork chops is represented by. 
each of these elements in its trans- 
fer. 
That is probably one 
of 
the 


things their investigation will 
re- 


veal. But they think that the price 
paid for the pork is less than half of 
the iotal cost of getting it from whole- 
saler to consumer. And all of these 
factors in the operation.have risen.in 
cost! Rent, wages, ice.' paper, gaso- 


llno—no ono needs to bo told, that all 
of these things are from 10 to 100 per 
cent .higher than they were.Jn, 1913.' 


Remember,, too,...that . wl^h 
many 


persons out of'work and money tight, 
tho rctuller is doing a smaller, than 
normal business. 
But ho still pays 


thc same rent undone probably has to 
.maintain,about ttye same1,staff. .His 
reduction in expenses; in 'a word, is 
not In proportion ,'to .his' reduction in 
business. That, means .that, thc cost 
of making each sale is higher-than it 
would be if he were doing a big bust-
